Mr. van Dyke Says the. Food and 
‘Employment Problems; Wil Be 
Very Serlous:in the. Winter.

* LONDON, Oct. 27.—The expedition and 
thoroughness with which’.the American 
Commission for Belgian reliefis arrang- 
ing to distribute food among the sorely 
stricken people:of Belgium are shown in 
the following telegram which Herbert 
C: Hoover, Chairman. of the commis- 
sion, received today from: Capt. T. F. 
Lucey, who is in, Rotterdam arranging 
for the shipment of supplies into  Bel- 
gium: 

“I have made, arrangements to ship 
by river steamer the first consignment 
of supplies. We can unload the steanier 
from England three hours after arrival 
here. All details have been arranged 
with the Dutch Government for aillow- 
ing food supplies td cross the Dutch 
frontier, and all facilities will be given 
us for their importation. 

** The American and’ German Consuls 
here are actively. co-operating with me. 
IT have received 150 cards, stamped. by 
the German Government in Berlin,’ in- 
structing all their authorities to allow 
‘food to ‘be forwarded without any in- 
terference to the Ameriean Minister at 
Brussels for the destitute Belgians.’’ 
Millard K. Shaler; who also is in Rot- 
terdam, sent the following telegram, 
summarizing his investigation into. the 
‘situation and showing the urgent need 
of relief: 

“I visited The Hague today, and 
Saw Henry van’ Dyke, the American 
Minister, who. last Saturday and Sunday 
personally visited Antwerp and other 
places in Belgium. Mr. van Dyke said: 
““* The problems of food. and -employ- 
ment in Belgium during the. Winter are 
going to be very serious. It is possible 
that the problem of food even here in 
Holland may be difficult.’ 

1 gather that Antwerp is. not much 
damaged, but even there the problems 
of water supply, food, and employment 
are acute. Waelhem, Malines, Duffel, 
and Lierre are reduced to ruins and can- 
not receive back more than one-third of 
their original populations.

The good intention of the adminis- 
tration is not questioned, and there is 
no disposition to criticise unduly.

THE BELGIAN GUARANTEE, 

It\gives us pleasure to remove from 
the mind of Prof. Burcess certain his- 
torie doubts. which he entertains con- 
cerning the binding force of the guar- 
‘antees given in the Belgian neutrality 
treaty. In the epticle from his pen 
which appears upon this page today 
Prof, BuRcEss outlines the history of 
the Quintuplé Treaty, It was signed 
on. April 19, 1889, by Great Britain, 
France, Prussia; Austria, and Russia, 
and a little later by the German Con- 
federation, which included Austria.and 
Prussia. In 1866 the Ferman Conted- 
eration was dissolved, and the next 
year the North German Union was 
formed, with Prugsia as its leading 
State and Austria left out altogether. 
Prof. BuRGEss says: 

Did these changes render the guar- 
‘antees of the treaty of 1839 obsolete 
and thereby abrogate them, or at least 
weaken them and make them an un- 
_@ertain -réliance? The test of this 
came: in the year. 1870, at the begin- 
ning of hostilities between Franee and 
the North German Union. 

Let us see how the’ treaty bere the 
test of 1870. France and Prussia be- 
ing at war, England made an identical

“the direst crime that ever shamed 
“the pages of history, and thus be- 
“ come participator in the sin.” 

Although Prof. Buserss says that 
“the present German Empire never 

“signed any treaty guarantesing the 
“ neutrality of Belgium,” he does not 
now press the point that by becoming 
@ part. of the German Empire Prussia 
was absolved from the obligation of 
the Treaty of 1839. We have already 
disposed of that argumient, Politica! 
changes of this nature do not free a 
State from treaty obligations. An 
illustration is our Treaty of 1846 with 
New Granada, which is still a valid in- 
strument, although New Granada has 
become-a part of the United States of 
—— The professor’s contention, 
that the’ Belgium of 1914, with 10,000,- 
000 population, en army of 200,000, 
and powerful fortifications, has out- 
grown her guaranteed neutrality is 
one to which we must demur until it 
becomes an accepted prinéiple of law 
that a*gontract to pay money in fixed 
annual sume ceases to be an obligation 
whenever the payee is detected in the 
act of making out an income tax re- 
turn in the $5,000 class. But the 
Treaty of 1839 was for reciprocal ad- 
vantage.

Does It Justify the German Army in 
Executing Non-Combatants? 


To the Editor of The New York Times: +): 

As an excpse for the official orders uncer 
which towns have been burned and Burgo- 
masters and other unoffending eltigens have 
been put to death, the Germans allege that 
their soldiers have been shot at from attics 
and from hedges by persons not wearing ufli!- 
They contend that the only way to 
protect their troops against this disorderly 
“ eniping"’ by citizens is to terrorize by 
wholesale devastation and murder the com- 
munities controlled by them, 

Seldiers have ground for objecting to — 
ular combatants. Those of us who haif @ 
century ago were sniped at in Virginia and 
Lovisians found it a very unsatisfactory ex- 
perience. The soldier has a right to be able 
to identify hia enemy by the custemary uni- 
form; while it is also the case theta soldier 
acting under eivilized orders is made to under- 
stand that only those bearing the uniform are 
to be treated os enemies, while the ndn- 
combatant citizens, especially women and 
chijdrén, aré entitied even within an enemy’s 
country to protection, or; at least, to freedom 
from assaylt, 

Under the gocepted rules of modern war- 
fare, it is permissible to execute a person 
who, being without a uniform, takes the 
responsibility of joining in the fight. As

Fund Must Reach $100,000,000 
and Feb. 1, 1915, Is Fixed as 
Limit for Borrowers.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—The. Cotton 
Loan Fund is so far assured of success | ; 
that tonight the Federal: Reserve Board, 
under whose auspices the fund is to be 
administered, made public the entire 
details of the plan. The Reserve, Board 
enters upon its task as a voluntary com- 
mittee and has appointed a loan. commit- 
tee made up of W. P. G. Harding and 
Paul. M. Warburg, members. of. the 
board; Col. E. M. House of Texas, a 
close friend of President, Wilson; Albert 
H. Wiggin, Chairman of the New York, 
Clearing House; J. S. Alexander, the 
New York banker; James B. Forgan of 
Chicago, Festus J. Wade of St. Louis, 
Levi L. Rue of Philadelphia, and Will- 
iam A. Gaston of Boston, to whom will 
be delegated all necessary powers. 

In brief the. plan affords the oppor- 
tunity to the cotton planter who desires 
to obtain ‘a loan to deposit his ware- 
house: cértificate showing the quantity 
of his cotton and its grade with his 
local banker'as security. The.bank will 
forward a New York draft’ for 25 per 
cent. of the face of the loan to the loan 
committee to be appointed in each cot- 
ton State. ‘When the application is ap- 
proved the Central Committee will add 
to the loan 75 per cent. of its face. ‘The 
interest -will be 6 per cent., and the 
loan will run for a year with the privi- 
lege of renewal for six months. 

The banks making the 25 per cent. of 
the loan are designated as Class B sub- 
scribers to the loan. Those that make 
the 75 per cent. are designated as Class 
A subscribers. Each, on making its 
subscriptions, receives a _ certificate 
showing its. participation in the loan. 
These certificates, called Class A and 
Class B certificates, are to draw inter- 
est quarterly. 

All expenses of the loan, such -as 
warehouse charges and insurance, are 
borne by the borrower, and 3 per cent. 
of his loan: is to be. set aside to cover 
such risks. After deducting losses and 
expenses the balance remaining of this 
amount will be pro rated back to: bor- 
rowers. All applications for loans bas 
be made by Feb. 1, 1915. 

It is made a condition that at least 
$100,000,000; must be. stbscribed before 
the plan becomes operative. 

How Funé@ Is to be Raised. 


The. plan as described by the Federal 


‘Reserve Board is as follows: 


** It is proposed to create in the man- 
ner hereinafter provided a fund of ap- 
proximately $135,000,000 to be known as 
the ‘ Cotton Loan Fund,’ and to be used 
for ‘the purposes herein stated. Sub- 
scribers to this fund shall be divided 
into two classes to be designated re- 
spectively as Class A and Class B sub- 
scribers. Class A subscribers shall con- 
sist of banks or Other corporations, firms 
or individuals located or residing “in 
other than the cotton-producing States 
of Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, North Carolina, 
Oklahoma, South Carolina, Texas, and 
Tennessee.
